Donald  Smurthwaite, 
co-chairman  of  the  fair  labor 
committee  added  that  while  the 
rate  of  violations  found  so  far  is 
small,  he  expected  it  to  increase 
when  retail  food  outlets  are 
checked. 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Labor’s 
Wage  and  Hours  Division  is 
cooperating  with  the  investigation. 
Any  violations  will  be  handled  by 
the  Department  of  Labor,  said 
Poirier.  “Businesses  Usually  clear  up 
any  problems  when  the  department 
contacts  them,”  he  added. 

The  flat  rate  an  employer  pays 
employes  is  not  enough 
information  to  determine  if  he  is 
paying  a  fair  wage,  said  Poirier. 
“Some  students  feel  they  are  being 
cheated  when  they  aren’t,”  he  said. 


The  Department  of  Labor  allows 
employers  to  pay  students  85  per 
cent  of  the  minimum  wage  under 
special  conditions  and  with  a 
license  called  a  Student  Certificate, 
he  said. 

The  Student  Certificate  allows 
employers  to  pay  this  reduced  wage 
for  10  to  20  per  cent  of  the  total 
number  of  operating  hours,  he 
explained.  For,  example,  if  a 
business  may  pay  students 
sub-minimum  wages  for  20  hours  a 
week. 

This  privilege  only  extends  to 
part-time  student  employes,  said 
Poirier.  “The  minute  a  student 
works  over  20  hours  a  week  he 
must  be  paid  the  full  minimum 
wage.  The  Student  Certificate  only 
exempts  minimum  wages  for 
part-time  work,”  he  said. 

Investigators  will  check  whether 
employers  are  complying  with  the 
provisions  of  their  Student 
Certificates. 


Regulations  involving  employes 
working  on  commisson  or  tips  are 
more  complex,  but  businesses 
using  such  wage  techniques  will  also 
be  checked,  said  Poirier. 

Smuthwaite  had  some  tips  for 
students  who  feel  they  are  not 
getting  a  fair  wage. 

First,  the  student  should  check  to 
see  if  his  employer  has  a  Student 
Certificate,  he  said.  Then  he  must 
check  to  be  sure  overtime  payment 
is  correct. 

If  a  paycheck  varies  greatly  from 
pay  period  to  pay  period  for  the 
same  number  of  hours, 
Smurthwaite  said  there  could  be  a 
problem. 

Students  who  have  a  complaint 
should  contact  the  Ombudsman’s 
Office,  said  Smurthwaite.  “We  can 
find  problems  by  ‘tracting,’”  he 
said.  “But  we  can  find  them  faster 
with  ‘referrals.’  ”

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These  check-out  policies 
are  determined  by  professors, 
and  can  be  changed  only  by 
them,  Grover  explained. 
“Most  professors  are  more 
stringent  on  items  than  I 
would  be,”  he  said.  “My  main 
concern  is  not  that  books 
stay  in  the  area,  but  that  they 
get  used.” 

Professors  also  reserve 
copies  of  magazine  articles  to 
be  requested  at  the  desk. 
Grover  said  students  who 
have  questions  on  check-out 
procedures  or  have  trouble  in 
finding  materials  should 
check  with  the  circulation 
desk. 

The  main  problem  in  the 
reserve  library  is  its 
emergency-type  operation,  he 
said.  Sometimes  professors 
fail  to  arrange  for  reserve 
materials  before  students 
begin  asking  for  them. 

At  the  beginning  of  each 
semester,  letters  are  sent  to 
each  professor  asking  for  a 
list  of  classroom  materials  to 
be  put  on  reserve.  Grover  said 
only  20  per  cent  of  the  lists 
were  received  in  the  first  few 
weeks  of  this  semester. 

“If  professors  give  us  even  a 
few  day’s  time,  we  can 


usually  get  the  materials  on 
reserve.”  • 

Students  use  the  reserve 
library  even  if  they  do  not 
need  to  use  the  reserve 
materials.  According  to 
Grover,  25  per  cent  of  people 
surveyed  last  year  were 
studying  in  the  reserve  library 
because  it  was  quieter  and 
they  did  not  want  to  use  the 
stairs. 

He  said  good  student 
assistance  also  contributes  to 
the  use  of  the  reserve  library. 
Most  student  assistants  come 
from  the  student 
employment  office,  but  he 
said  some  are  graduate 
students  in  library  science. 

'  College  catalogs  from  major 
universities  in  the  United 
States  and  most  major 
colleges  and  junior  colleges  of 
the  West  are  available  in  the 
reserve  library.  Grover  said 
that  the  catalogs  may  be 
microfilmed,  which  would 
make  available  almost  every 
catalog  of  all  the  colleges  and 
junior  colleges  in  the  nation.

programs  that  are  generally 
called  entitlement  programs.” 

Such  programs  include 
Social  Security,  food  stamps, 
veterans  benefits,  aid  to 
dependent  children, 
Medicare,  retirement  benefits 
and  child  nutrition  programs. 

Lynn,  in  an  interview, 


would  not  be  specific  on 
what  limits  might  be  sought 
on  what  programs,  but  he  did 
note  that  Ford  already  is 
preparing  legislation  that 
would  save  about  $1  billion 
in  the  food  stamp  program 
next  year. 

Child  nutrition  programs, 
which  include  school  lunches, 
and  medical  care  programs 
are  other  possible  targets,  he 
said. 

Elsewhere,  Ford  and 
Treasury  Secretary  William  E. 
Simon  made  speeches  in 
support  of  the  President’s 
proposals  for  a  $28  billion 
reduction  in  taxes, 
accompanied  by  a  like  cut  in 
the  growth  of  federal 
spending. 


Ford  said  unless  the 
spending  limitation  is 
accomplshed,  the  federal 
budget  in  the  next  fiscal  year 
will  exceed  $425  billion.  It 
now  is  $370  billion. 

Ford  said  in  a  speech  to  the 
National  Association  of  Food 
Chains  that  Congress  should 
approve  his  proposals 
“because  the  American 
people  are  demanding  this 
kind  of  equity.”

P.  Lederer.  She  cited  “extreme  and  repeated  acts  of  mental 
cruelty”  and  said  she  separated  from  her  husband  May  10. 

Miss  Landers,  57,  and  her  husband  were  married  in  1939. 

Miss  Landers  announced  her  divorce  in  July  in  a  letter  in 
her  syndicated  column. 

The  column  began  “Dear  Readers:  In  my  20  years  as  Ann 
Landers  this  is  the  most  difficult  column  I  have  ever  tried  to 
put  together.  I  do  so  after  many  hours  of 
soul-seararching...” 

“The  sad,  incredible  fact  is  that  after  36  years  of  marriage, 
Jules  and  I  are  being  divorced.  As  I  write  these  words,  it  is  as 
if  I  am  referring  to  a  letter  from  a  reader.  It  seems  unreal  that 
I  am  writing  about  my  own  marriage,”  she  said. 

Miss  Landers’  column  is  carried  by  more  than  700 
newspapers  and  has  an  estimated  readership  of  54  million' 
persons  in  the  United  States.

A  citizens  group  has  filed  suit 
in  district  court  claiming  $30 
million  in  rate  increases 
granted  Mountain  Fuel 
Supply  Co.  by  the  State 
Public  Service  Commission 
were  illegal. 

The  chairman  of  the  Utah 
Citizens  Committee  to  Fight 
Public  Utilities,  Wayne 
Horrocks,  said  Tuesday  the 
suit  also  seeks  to  have  the 
utility  refund  money  it 
received  to  its  customers. 

Horrocks,  who  seeks  a  seat 
on  the  Salt  Lake  City 
Commission,  said  the  public 
service  commission  did  not 
comply  with  state  law  in 
amending  its  rules  to  provide 
for  a  pass-through  provision 
for.  rate  increases  for  fuel 
costs  without  hearings. 

He  said  since  the  rule  that 
authorized  pass-through 
increases  is  invalid,  the  rate 
increases  themselves  are 
illegal.  He  said  they  amount 


to  $31,476,675  since  March 
1,  1974. 

The  state  agency  had  no 
immediate  reaction,  but  B.Z. 
Kastler,  Mountain  Fuel 
president,  said  in  a  prepared 
statement  that  the  suit

Rampton  asks  lawsuit 
to  test  Ute  tribal  code 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  - 
Gov.  Calvin  L.  Rampton  has 
asked  for  a  lawsuit  to  test  the 
Ute  Indian  Tribe’s 
enforcement  of  a  tribal  code 
that  has  upset  government 
leaders  in  eastern  Utah.  „ 

If  the  courts  fail  to  rule 
favorably,  the  state  will  have 
to  seek  action  from  Congress, 
the  governor  said. 

At  issue  is  a  controversial 
Law  and  Order  Code  the  tribe 
adopted  recently,  expanding 
their  law-enforcement.  The 
mayor  of  Roosevelt,  Hollis 
Hullinger,  says  he  fears 
possible  violence  when  deer 
hunters  arrive  this  weekend  in 
the  Roosevelt  area  and  find 
roads  closed  by  the  Indians. 

He  told  Rampton  the  new 
code  on  the  Uintah-Ouray 
Reservation  might  cause 
somone  “to  put  the  pistol 
under  his  belt  and  take  the 


law  into  his  own  hands.”  But 
an  attorney  for  the  1,600  Utes 
said  such  statements  were 
alarmist  and  termed  the 
closures  routine. 

In  a  letter  to  Atty.  Gen. 
Vernon  B.  Romney.,: 
Rampton  said  he  wants  a  suit 
filed  to  determine  whether 
the  tribe  gave  up  sovereign 
rights  over  land  taken  under 
the  Townsite  Act  and  the 
Homestead  Act.  The  tribe  has 
been  compensated  for  the 
land. 

“I  believe  it  would  be 
intolerable  to  have  the  tribe’s 
sovereign  jurisdiction  extend 
to  the  large  area  which  is  now 
owned  and  occupied 
principally  by  non-Indians.  If 
necessary,  the  state  will  have 
to  seek  remedial  action  from 
the  Congress,”  Rampton  said. 

The  Indians’  attorney, 
Steven  Boyden,  who  helped 


draft  the  code,  criticized  the 
officials’  reactions,  saying, 
“They  want  to  make  a 
Wounded  Knee  out  of  Fort

as  registering,  parking

Failure  to  register  cars, 
improper  zone  parking  and 
parking  in  zones  designated 
for  handicapped  persons  are 
the  most  common  abuses  of 
BYU  traffic  laws  by  students. 

Sgt.  Golden  Hardy,  traffic 
supervisor  for  BYU  Security, 
said  these  violations  along 
with  failure  to  stop  for 
pedestrians  and  “rolling 


stops”  through  stop  signs 
cause  the  most  concern  in 
campus  traffic  enforcement. 

He  said  many  students  park 
in  BYU  lots  and  are  willing  to 
get  two  warning  citations  and 
then  risk  being  towed  away 
rather  than  register  their  cars. 

Another  serious  problem, 
according  to  Hardy,  is 
students  lying  to  the  officers 
in  the  traffic  control  booths. 
He  said  students  will  claim  to

be  visitors  and  then  park  in 
faculty  lots. 

Hardy  emphasized  that  the 
officers  in  the  booths  must 
take  the  person  at  his  word 
and  that  while  these  people 
may  succeed  in  parking  in 
faculty  lots  for  a  time,  they 
are  eventually  caught. 

Failure  to  stop  for 
pedestrians  is  also  a  problem. 
Hardy  said  there  is  a  need  for 
mutual  respect  between  the 
pedestrian  and  the  car  driver. 

Cars  need  to  stop  for 
pedestrians  waiting  to  cross 
streets  at  designated 
crosswalks,  and  the 
pedestrians  need  to  cross  as 
quickly  as  possible  to  avoid 
delaying  traffic,  he  said. 

Abuses  are  not  limited  to 
students.  According  to  Hardy 
the  most  common  violation 
of  faculty  members  is  parking 
in  B  zones  during  class  hours. 

A  faculty/staff  permit 
allows  a  vehilcle  to  park  in  A, 
C  and  D  zones  24  hours  a 
day,  but  that  permit  is  valid 
in  B  zones  only  from  4  p.m. 
to  7  a.m.  Monday  through 
Friday  and  on  weekends. 

Sgt.  Hardy  urged  all 
persons  who  operate  a  vehicle 
on  the  BYU  campus  to  get  a 
copy  of  “BYU  Traffic  and 
Parking  Regulations,”  a 
pamphlet  that  can  be 
obtained  free  from  the  BYU

Because  the  supply  is 
down,  the  district  has  been 
aplying  top  price  for  cones, 
Boettcher  said,  larch  cones 
fetch  the  most  at  $24  a 
bushel,  with  lodgepole  pine 
selling  for  $14  a  bushel; 
Douglas  fir,  $9;  ponderosa 
pine  $8;  and  grand  fir  $6. 

Finding  the  cones  isn’t  an 
easy  job.  Boettcher  said  that 
most  cones  found  lying  on 
the  forest  floor  are  worthless, 
since  they  have  long  since 
cast  their  seeds. 

He  said  there  are  only  three 
ways  to  find  cones  that  still 
have  seeds.  The  first  is  to

OMAHA,  Neb.  (AP)  - 
Relax  America,  one  of  your 
favorite  homemakers,  Betty 
Crocker,  is  alive  and  well,  and 
baking  cakes  and  other 
goodies  in  her  David  City, 
Neb.,  home. 

Several  months  ago  the 
legend  of  Betty  Crocker,  a 
General  Mills  trademark  for 
more  than  a  half  century,  was 
shattered.  The  company 
acknowledged  that  Betty 
wasn’t  for  real,  but  a  made-up 
person. 


Wickland  of  Minneapolis,  a 
spokesman  for  General  Mills, 
Betty  Crocker  was  created  in 
1921. 

Wickland  said  Crocker  was 
the  last  name  of  a  popular 
member  of  the  board  of 
General  Mills’  predecessor 
company,  and  Betty  was  a 
“good  American  name.”  So 
the  company  put  them 
together,  using  the  name  to 
sign  company  responses  to 
questions  from  home-makers. 


“I  just  claim  the  name,  but 
not  the  fame,  but  my  cakes 
are  as  good  as  hers,”  said  the 
true-life,  flesh  and  blood 
Betty  Crocker. 

However,  Mrs.  Crocker  has 
been  having  problems  because 
of  her  name,  especially  since 
the  General  Mills 
announcement. 

“Today  was  just  a  little  bit 
too  much  to  take,”  said  Mrs. 
Crocker  after  getting  nine 
telephone  calls  from 
pranksters.  The  calls  have 
become  so  numerous  that 
Mrs.  Crocker  has  resorted  to 
leaving  the  phone  off  the 
hook.  She  reject^  the  idea  of^ 
getting  an  unlisted  number, 
but  she  has  entertained 
thoughts  of  a  name  change.

The  report  said  the 
disillusionment  many  felt 
over  Pope  Paul  Vi’s  1968 
encyclical,  Of  Human  Life, 
“had  a  powerful  influence  on 
devotional  behavior.”

Sprout  lovers  around  the  world  may 
receive  a  jolt  when  they  learn  that  the 
legendary  sprout  has  been  stripped  of  its 
super-vegetable  status  and  revealed  to  be  a 
plant  with  common  potential. 

A  nutrition  expert  at  BYU  recently 
probed  into  the  realm  of  sprouts  for  a 
federal  agency.  The  results  showed  that 
contrary  to  popular  belief,  the  amount  of 
protein  decreases  with  sprouting  and  the 
protein  quality  deteriorates. 

Dr.  John  M.  Hill,  chairman  of  the  Food 
Science  and  Nutrition  Department  at  BYU, 
'said  the”  mystique  involved  with  sprouting  is 
purely  psychological  based  on  his  study  for 
the  Oak  Ridge  National  Laboratory.

sprouts,”  Dr.  Hill  explained.  “We  also  found 
that  a  small  glass  of  orange  juice  would 
supply  four  times  the  vitamin  G  found  in  a 
cup  of  sprouts.” 


Harmful  factor 

He  also  confirmed  that  there  is  a  harmful 
factor  in  uncooked  bean  sprouts  known  as 
anti-trypsin  factor.  Many  sprout  lovers 
claimed  that  the  factor  was  destroyed  by 
sprouting,  but  Dr.  Hill  said  his  experiments 
indicated  that  if  the  bean  contained  the 
harmful  factor,  then  so  did  the  sprouts. 

Growth  experiments  with  small  animals 
confirmed  also  the  deterioration  of  the 
quality  of  the  protein  in  the  seeds  during  the 
sprouting  process.

Special  nutrients 

“There  are  no  special  nutrients  found  in 
sprouts  that  are  not  found  in  other 
vegetables.  The  advantage  of  sprouts  in  case 
of  famine  is  that  they  can  be  grown  indoors, 
or  during  the  winter,  and  the  seeds  are 
usually  stored  in  containers  that  are  not 
easily  contaminated,”  the  scientist  pointed

“One  carrot  has  more  vitamin  A  than  two 
cups  of  wheat  sprouts— or  ten  cups  of  bean 


“These  seeds  themselves  are  not  sources  of 
vitamin  A  or  C,  even  though  they  do  contain 
some  of  the  B  vitamins.  During  sprouting, 
vitamin  C  reaches’ a  maximum  after  about 
two  days  and  vitamin  A  is  at  a  maximum 
after  five  days.  The  vitamin  A  content  is 
increased  if  the  sprouts  are  grown  in  the 
light;  however,  these  sprouts  are  more  bitter 
than  those  grown  in  the  dark.”

Excavation 

The  BLM  office  has 
contracted  with  BYU  to 
excavate  three  history-laden 
Pony  Express  stations  at 
Simpson  Springs,  Boyd 
Station  and  Canyon  Station 
in  the  western  portion  of  the 
state  this  summer. 

“Graduate  students  and 
faculty  advisers  from  the 
Anthropology  and 
Archaeology  Department 
spent  approximately  three 
weeks  at  the  stations  this 
summer  excavating  around 
root  cellers  and  foundations,” 
according  to  Dale  Berg, 


by  about  10  cents  a  half 
gallon.

PORTLAND,  Ore.  (AP)  - 
The  cars  had  been  flattened 
and  shipped  to  a  salvage  yard 
when  truck  driver  Jim  Faulk 
heard  the  meowing  of  a  tiny 
kitten  coming  from  inside 
one  of  the  smashed  hulks. 

Faulk  had  just  trucked  the 
eight  flattened  cars  from  a 
wrecking  yard  in  Eugene  to 
Portland  for  shredding.  He 
poked  around  for  a  while, 
and  returned  Saturday  with 
his  boss,  Curtis  McCraken, 
trying  to  find  and  free  the 
kitten.

Improve  parking 

The  reason  for  the  project 
was  that  the  BLM  wanted  to 
improve  parking  facilities 
around  the  stations  and 
didn’t  want  to  destroy  any 
existing  features.  The  area  is  a 
popular  one  for  tourists.  The 
Pony  Express  as  well  as  the 
stage  coach  lines  used  these 
stations,  he  said. 

The  Tooele  chapter  of  the 
FFA  has  re-built  the  station 
at  Simpson  Springs,  Tooele 
County,  from  earlier  BYU 
excavations. 

The  BLM  has  installed 
concrete  posts  along  the 
entire  120-mile  trail  this 
summer.  A  crew  consisting  of 
employes  from  the  district’s 
fire  crew  did  the  work  in 
spare  time  between  fires,  said 
Goodall.

The  desire  for  perfect  harmony  between 
mind  and  body  is  the  force  behind  the 
performance  of  the  Chinese  Acrobats  of 
Taiwan,  scheduled  to  appear  Nov.  21  in  the 
Marriott  Center. 

According  to  Dr.  Larry  K.  Browning, 
professor  of  Chinese  language,  the  Chinese 
people  engage  in  physical  activity  such  as 
acrobatics  to  work  out  the  tensions  that 
build  up  in  the  body  as  a  result  of  daily 
living. 

One  way  of  working  out  these  tensions,  he 
said,  is  through  quiet  introspection  and  slow, 
controlled  movements.  This  has  led  to  the 
practice  known  as  Chinese  shadow  boxing. 

Another  way  of  releasing  tensions  is 


through  activity  that  is  very  fast,  said 
Browning.  Acrobatics,  kung  fu,  and  other 
martial  arts  off-shoots  like  karate  and 
taekwondo,  all  stem  from  the  fast  type  of 
movement,  he  said. 

Because  of  the  Chinese  belief  in  the 
gravitational  forces  in  nature,  which  act 
upon  each  other,  the  Chinese  people  seek  to 
achieve  a  balance  between  the  forces  of  the 
mind  and  body  through  concentration  on 
breath  and  muscular  control. 

Browning,  who  has  spent  six  years  in  the 
Orient,  described  some  of  the  traveling 
acrobatic  troupes  he  had  seen. 

“They  are  more  on  the  people’s  level,”' he 
said,  explaining  how  a  local  village  or  clan 
will  sponsor  an  entertainment  troupe  to 
come  and  perform. 

“Acrobatics  is  considered  an  art,”  said 
Browning,  explaining  that  the  art  has  been 
preserved  through  the  family  passing  it  down 
from  generation  to  generation.

WASHINGTON  (AP) 
^Elimination  of  professional 
sports’  reserve  system, 
especially  the  National 
Football  league’s  Rozelle 
R^ule,  would  not  benefit  the 
players  or  the  public,  NFL 
Commissioner  Pete  Rozelle 
said  Tuesday. 

He  told  the  House 
J  udiciary  subcommittee  on 
monopolies  and  commercial 
law  “the  bottom-line  premise 
of  all  antitrust  law  is  that 
some  ultimate  public  benefit 
can  be  expected  to  flow  from 
the  open-competitive  process 
imposed  on  American 
business  generally— either  in 
reduced  consumer  prices  or 
improved  consumer  service.” 

But,  he  said,  legislation 
proposed  by  Rep.  John  O. 
Seiberling,  D-Ohio,  to  outlaw 
the  reserve  system  “would 
have  exactly  the  opposite 
effect.

MEXICO  CITY  (AP)  -  What  was 
supposed  to  be  a  rout  is  instead— suddenly, 
shockingly  a  race. 

After  just  two  days  of  competition  in  the 
VII  Pan  American  Games,  the  Americans 
find  their  ranks  somewhat  stunned,  in 
disarray,  trying  to  re-group  in  the  face  of  a 
headlong  assault  by  the  upstart  Cubans. 

The  heavily  favored  U.S.  team,  backed  by 
more  than  a  million  dollars,  was  tied  with 
Cuba  in  total  medals,  26,  but  trailed  by  a 
decisive  14-1 1  margin  in  gold  medals. 

Brazil  was  next  with  12  medals,  including 
three  golds.  The  Canadians  also  had  three 
golds  and  1 1  total,  with  Mexico  next  with 
1 0,  including  two  golds. 

Seventeen  more  events  were  scheduled  for 
finals  today-six  in  weightlifting,  where  so 
far  the  Cubans  have  cleaned,  pressed  and 
jerked  the  heck  out  of  their  opposition. 

Featherweight  Roland  Chang  and  his 
bantamweight  counterpart  Carlos  Lastre 
won  all  three  gold  medals  in  each  category 
Tuesday,  accounting  for  six  of  Cuba’s  nine 
golds  in  the  second  day  of  competition  here. 
On  Monday,  Cuba’s  Francisco  Casamayor 
got  the  hat  trick  in  the  flyweight  category. 

Cubans  also  accounted  for  the  two  Games’ 
records  bettered  Tuesday. 

Two  Americans,  Martha  Watson  and 
Kathy  McMillan,  appeared  to  have  finished 
1-2  in  the  women’s  long  jump  with  21  feet 
6%  and  2 1-3 'A  respectively  both  having 
broken  the  record  of  21  feet  2% 
inches— until  Ana  Alexander  managed  an 


astounding  2  1-9  on  the  last  jump  of  the  day. 

The  petite  Cuban  had  qualified  poorly  and 
was  not  considered  a  threat. 

Earlier,  young  Silvio  Leonard  won  the 
men’s  100-meter  dash  with  such  reckless 
abandon  that  he  plunged  down  a  tunnel 
opening  at  the  end  of  the  course.  Leonard, 
who  suffered  an  ankle  injury,  traveled  the 
distance  in  a  record  10.15  seconds. 

The  best  any  American  could  do  in  the 
,  100  meters  was  a  fifth  by  Clancy  Edwards  of 
Santa  Ana,  Calif. 

Track  and  field  finals  were  scheduled 
today  in  men’s  discus,  men’s  triple  jump, 
men’s  and  women’s  800  meters,  and  the 
20-kilomcter  walk. 

Other  finals  were  set  in  men’s  fencing, 
judo  and  shooting-in  which  the  Americans 
have  done  the  best  so  far. 

Herschel  Anderson,  a  38-year-old  Army 
sergeant  from  Columbus,  Ga.,  won  a  gold 
medal  in  individual  air  rifle  Tuesday,  and 
that,  coupled  with  a  victory  Monday  in  the 
freehand  pistol  event,  made  him  America’s 
only  double  gold  winner. 

It  appeared  some  of  the  anti-American 
tide  might  be  turning  after  an  impressive 
game  in  basketball  between  the  Yanks  and 
the  highly  regarded  Mexico  team. 

The  United  States  won  99-70  but  Coach 
Marv  Harshman  praised  the  losers.  “They 
played  awfully  well,”  he  said.

According  to  Omar  Kader, 
supervisor  of  the  social 
sciences  advisement  center, 
the  centers  are  very  successful 
in  saving  students  time.  “We 
consistently  save  students 
time,”  he  said.  “Sometimes  as 
much  as  a  whole  semester.” 

The  advisement  centers 
have  several  functions.  They 
up-date  and  monitor 
academic  records,  assist 
students  with  curriculum 
planning,  clear  students  for 
graduation,  evaluate  transfer 
credits,  and  handle  changes  of 
major  and  excess  hours. 

They  also  distribute 
registration  and  add-drop 
forms  and  correspond  with 
new  potential,  and  continuing 
students  to  advise  them  on 
academic  programs. 

“We  plan  and  conduct  new 
student  orientation  and 
prepare  dean’s  lists  and 
convocation  exercises,”  said 
Taylor. 

In  addition,  the  advisement

In  this  sealing  room  and  others  like  it  in  the  St.  George  Temple,  marriages  are 
performed  which  endured  beyond  death  and  throughout  eternity. 


From  the  outside,  the  St. 
George  Temple  of  the  LDS 
church  looks  like  it  did  in 
1877  when  it  was  first 
dedicated. 

The  inside  of  the  Temple, 
''however,  has  undergone  a 
complete  renovation,  which 
has  added  53,195  square  feet 
of  floor  space  to  the 
structure. 

Many  aspects  of  the  temple 
retain  its  pioneer  flavor,  such 
as  the  Celestial  Room,  the 
sealing  rooms  and  the 
baptismal  font. 

The  Temple  will  be  on 
display  to  the  general  public, 
every  day  except  Sunday, 
through  Oct.  25.  After  that 
time,  in  six  dedication 
services,  the  Temple  will  be 
rededicated  and  will  then  be 
open  only  to  faithful 
members  of  the  church.
